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-REMIND HMG OF THE POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC VALUE OF RETAIN 
ING THE POLICY CONDITIONS ASSOCIATED WITH THE INTERNATIONAL 
MONETARY FUND ARRANGEMENT, AS CIRCUMSTANCES DICTATE. 

- EMPHASIZE AS APPROPRIATE THE NEED TO ACCEPT A RATE FOR
